SUMMARY: DOMESTICALLY, RED ELAG'S LINKAGE OF THE SHUI 
HU CHUAN STUDY CAMPAIGN AND THE DICTATORSHIP OP THE 
PROLETARIATE APPEARS TO SERVE AS A MEANS OF UPGRADNING 
ATTENTION TO SHUI HU AND AT THE SAME TIME KEEPING 
IT UNDER STRICT CONTROL. IN ANOTHER MOVE TO STRENGTHEN 

CENTER CONTROL, PEKING HAS CONTINUED ITS MILITARY SHIPTS 
AT THE PROTVINCIAL AND MILITARY DISTRICT LEVELS. 
MEANWHILE, THE TACHAI EMULATION CAMPAIGN HAS STEPPED 
UP THE TTEMPO OF PROVINCIAL ACTTION WITH PROPAGANDA 
TEAMS MOVING TTO THE COUNTRYSIDE AND A PLA INSTRUCTION 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FOR THEE SOLDIERS TO SUPPORT AND PARTICIPATE IN THE

1 . RED ELAG LINKS SHUI HU AND DICTATORESHIP CAMPAIGNS 

THE LEAD ARTICLE IN THE NOVEMBER RED ELAG APPEARS DE- 
SIGNED TO BOLSTER ATTENTION TO THE SHUI HU CHUAN STUDY 
CAMPAIGN (HK 12789) BY LINKING IT AS AN "IMPORTANT COMPON- 
ENT PART" OE THE TEN-MONTH-OLD CAMPAIGN TO STUDY THE 
DICTATORSHIP OP THE PROLEETARIAT. AT THE SAME TIME, 

THIS LINKAGE ENSURES THAT SHUI HU CRITIRCISM WILL NOT 
GO OFP ON A TANGENT AND GET OUT OP HAND. CALLING 
"CRITICISM" OP WATER MARGIN AND "DEEPENING" OP 
DICTATROSHIP STUDY "IDENTICAL", CHIH HHENG'S ARTICLE 
MAKES CLEAR THAT THE TWO CAMPAIIGNS ARE DIRECTED 
AGAINST REVISIONISM AND THAT SHUI HU'S ATTACK ON 
"CAPITULATIONISM" IS ONLY PART OF THE OVERALL REVISION- 
ISM I .PROBLEM. CAPITULATIONISM REMAINS A THREAT FOR

2. LEADERSHIP APPEARANCES 

CHAIRMAN MAO MET WITH WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT 
ON OCTOBER 30, AS DID 89 YEAR OLD NPC CHAIRMAN CHU TEH, 
WHILE SENIOR VICE-PREMIER TENG HSIAO-PING WAS IN 
CHARGE OP THE SUBSTANTIVE TALKS (ITEM ). 

CONPIDENTIAL 
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POLITBURO STANDING COMMITTEE MEMBER CHANG CHUN-CHIAO 
HAD TWO MEETINGS DURING THE PAST WEEK WITH REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OP THE BRITISH AND ARGENTINIAN COMMUNIST 
PARTIES, RESPECTIVELY, WHILE YAO WEN- YUAN 
ENTERTAINED A VISITING TELEVISION DELEGATION PROM 
ZANZIBAR. AS DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF HO CHENG-WEN 
CONCLUDED HIS VISIT TO SWEDEN, EMBASSY STOCKHOLM 
REPORTED THAT WUHAN MR COMMANDER YANG TE-CHIH WAS 
SUPPOSED TO HEAD THE DELEGATION, BUT HAD TO CANCEL 
OUT BECAUSE OP ILLNESS (STOCKHOLM 5472). AS YANG'S 
LAST PUBLIC APPEARANCE IN WUHAN WAS APRIL 1, AND HIS 
ONLY APPEARANCE SINCE THEN WAS IN PEKING SEPTEMBER 30, 

HIS "ILLNESS" COULD BE POLITICALLY RELATED. FINALLY 
HO'S TRIP TO SWEDEN WAS ONLY ONE OF AN UNUSUALLY LARGE 
NUMBER OP CHINESE DELEGATIONS (14) TO BE LOCATED 
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ABROAD LAST WEEK. (NONA OCTOBER 31-NOVEMBER 4).

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3. TACHAI CAMPAIGN DEVELOPS 

CHINA'S PROVINCES AND CITIES CONTINUED LAST WEEK TO 
HOLD RALLIES AND MEETINGS TO IMPART THE SPIRIT OF 
THE TACHAI CONEERENCE. MANY WERE ADDRESSED BY PRO- 
VINCIAL PARTY FIRST SECRETARIES, AND RANGED IN SIZE 
UP TO 200,000 PEOPLE IN SZECHUAN. CADRES WERE 
URGED TO REGARD THE CAMPAIGN AS EQUIVALENT TO THE 
EARLIER "REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENTS" OF LAND REFORM, 

COOPERATIVIZATION AND COMMUNIZATION OF AGRICULTURE. 

MANY PROVINCES, PREFECTURES AND COUNTIES ARE ORGANIZING 
LARGE TEAMS OF OFFICE PERSONNEL TO CARRY OUT PROPA- 
GANDA WORK AT THE LOWEST LEVELS. IN A HUPEH EORMULA- 
TION, ONE-THIRD OF ALL PROVINCIAL-LEVEL CADRES, ONE- 
HALE AT THE PREFECTURE LEVEL, AND TWO-THIRDS OF COUNTY 
CADRES MUST BE DISPATCHED TO THE COUNTRYSIDE. IN 
ADDITION TO PROPAGANDA WORK, SOME CADRES ARE 
BEING SENT DOWN TO HELP BUILD MODEL COUNTIES AND 
COMMUNES. EINALLY, THE PLA GENERAL POLITICAL DEPART- 
MENT ISSUED A CALL EOR THE PLA TO ACTIVELY SUPPORT 
AND PARTICIPATE IN THE CAMPAIGN. LIMITED OEFICIAL 
USE. 

4. WHILE SOME PROVINCES ARE PLACING STRONG EMPHASIS 

ON LARGE-SCALE MOBILIZATION FOR CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION - 
SZECHUAN CALLED FOR THE MOBILIZATION OF 15 MILLION 
WORKERS FOR 100 DAYS - THE MAJOR ATTENTION IS AT 
THE MOMENT DIRECTED TOWARD POLITICAL MOBILIZATION. 

IN SOME CASES, THIS HAS GONE BEYOND PRO-FORMA CALLS 
FOR RECTIFICATION TO INCLUDE STRONG ATTACKS ON BOUR- 
GEOIS FACTIONALISM. YUNNAN'S DENUNCIATION OF BOUR- 
GEOIS FACTIONALISM (HONG KONG 13149) WAS FOLLOWED ON 
NOVEMBER 1 BY A SIMILAR SPEECH FROM KIANGSTS FIRST 
SECRETARY CHIANG WEI-CHING, AN INDICATION THAT PEKING 
CONFIDENTIAL

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MAY HAVE ENCOURAGED SEVERAL PROVINCES TO WIPE OUT 
THEIR PERSISTENT EACTIONAL PROBLEMS. LIMITED OFEICIAL USE. 

5. NATIONAL COAL CONFERENCE 

A NATIONAL COAL CONFERENCE OPENED OCTOBER 30, ACCOM- 
PANIED BY AN NCNA RELEASE CLAIMING OVERFULFILLMENT OF 
COAL INDUSTRY PRODUCTION PLANS FOR THE FIRST NINE 
MONTHS OF 1975. MINISTER OF COAL HSU CHIN-CHIANG, IN 
HIS OPENING SPEECH, LAID CONSIDERABLE STRESS ON THE 
IMTPORTANCE OF ADHERING TO STRICT RULES AND REGULATIONS 
IN MINING COAL. YOUNG WORKERS ARE TO LEARN FROM THE 
VETERAN COAL MINERS, A GOOD INDICATION THAT STABILITY 
AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT STILL HOLD FIRST PLACEE IN 
THE PLANNERS' MINDS (HK 13053). UNCLASSIFIED 

6. NEW APPOINTMENTS 

MILITARY TRANSFERS AND THE APPOINTMENT OF ARMYMEN 
PURGED DURING THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION, SO NOTICEABLE 
FOLLOWING NATIONAL DAAY (HK A-2I I), ARE CONTINUING 
APACE. WANG PING, REHABILITATED THIS MAY DAY, HAS 
BEEN IDENTIFIED AS POLITICAL COMMISSAR IN THE WUHAN 
MR (AUGUST 29 BROADCAST). HIS APPOINTMENT BRINGS TO 
FIVE THE NUMBER OF POLITICAL COMMISSARS APPOINTED TO 
DIFFERENT MILITARY REGIONS THIS YEAR WHO HAD BEEN 
PURGED DURING THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION. LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE. 

7. IN OTHER PLA APPOINTMENTS, HSIN CHUN-CHIEH HAS 
BEEN SHIFTED AS MD COMMANDER FROM HUPEH TO KWANGSI 

(H KONG 13 179), CHANG LI-HSIUNG, APPEARING FOR THE FIRST 
TIME SINCE 1967, IS A NEW POLITICAL COMMISSAR IN THE 
KIANGSI MD, AND LIU SHIH-HUNG HAS BEEN TRANSFERRED FROM 
SHANSI TO BECOME THE NEW POLITICAL COMMISSAR IN THE 
HUNAN MD (PEOPLE'S DAILY OCTOBER 29). IN ADDITION, 

PEOPLE'S DAILY HAS IDENTIFIED A JULY TRANSFEREE, WU 
SHIH-HUUNG (2976/0013/7703), AS A POLITICAL COMMISSAR 
WITH THE CHEKIANG MD. FINALLY, HUA NAN, WHO WAS 
CHIEF EDITOR OF THE LIBERATION ARMY DAILY PRIOR TO 
CONFIDENTIAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION BUT WHO HAD BEEN OUT OF SIGHT 
FROM 1964-1973, WAS IDENTIFIED AS DIRECTOR OF THE 
PLA NEWSPAPER BY NCNA OCTOBER 3 1 . UNCLASSIFIED 

8. ON THE CIVILIAN SIDE, WANG LI-CHIH HAS BEEN IDEN- 
TIFIED AS A PARTY SECRETARY IN SZECHUAN (OCTOBER 29, 
BROADCAST). WANG, WHO HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN AN RC/ 
VICE-CHAIRMAN IN CHENGCHOW, HONAN, HAD BEEN OUT OF 
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SIGHT FROM JULY 1970, UNTIL HIS REAPPEARANCE WITHOUT 
TITLE AT THE OPENING OF THE NATIONAL TACHAI CONFERENCE 
ON SEPTEMBER 15. IN ADDITION, HSIAO HAN HAS BEEN 
MOVED UP FROM KWANGSI TO BECOME A NEW VICE-MINISTER 
OE COAL (NONA OCTOBER 30). BOTH WANG AND HSIAO 
SUCCESSFULLY NAVIGATED THROUGH THE CULTURAL REVOLU- 
TION. UNCLASSIFIED. 

9. THE UNITED STATES 

EOREIGN WIRE SERVICE RUMORS AND REPORTS ON THE PRES- 
IDENT'S ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES HAVE RECEIVED CONSIDER- 
ABLE COVERAGE IN THE MAJOR COMMUNIST NEWSPAPERS IN 
HONG KONG. A LOCAL PRC-OWNED WEN WEI PAO 
(NOVEMBER 5) COMMENTARY INTERPRETED THE SCHLESINGER 
DEPARTURE AS REMOVAL OE AN OBSTACLE TO DETENTE, BUT AS 
USUAL CONTENDED THAT THERE CAN BE NO REAL DETENTE 
WITH THE SOVIETS. NCNA, HOWEVER, HAS NOT YET 
MENTIONED THE CHANGES. 

10. MEANWHILE, NCNA ON NOVEMBER 1 REPORTED IN AN 
APPROVING MANNER THAT THE PRESIDENT'S FY 1976 
FOREIGN AID MESSAGE EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OE THEE 
MIDDLE EAST AND SOUTHERN EUROPE, TWO AREAS OE CONSID- 
ERABLE CONCERN TO THE PRC. NCNA ALSO CONTINUES TO HIGH- 
LIGHT CONGRESSIONAL AND ADMINISTRATION OOEEICIALS' 
EXPRESSIONS OE CONCERN OVER INCREASED SOVIET MILITARY 
SPENDING, WHICH THEY BELIEVE WOULD PERMIT SOVIET 
MILITARY CAPABKLITY TO SURPASS THAT OF THE US

IN THE COURSE OF AGGRAVATING SUPERPOWER CONTENTION,

"OMINOUS INDICATION" OF MOSCOW'S PLANS VIS-A-VIA 
ANGOLA, THE SOVIET MESSAGE OF INTENT TO RECOGNIZE 
ANGOLA'S INDEPENDENCE UNILATERALLY PRO- 
CLAIMED BY A SINGLE LIBERATION MOVEMENT, AS WELL AS 
ALLEGED SOVIET INTIMIDATION OP THE APRICAN COUNTRIES. 
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THE ATTACK ON THE SOVIETS' POLICIES IN AFRICA 
EVEN PROMPTED RARE PRAISE IN THE PRC MEDIA FOR PRES- 
IDENT AMIN IN CONNECTION WITH HIS EFFORTS TO PRO- 
MOTE THE UNITY OF THE THREE ANGOLAN LIBERATION MOVE- 
MENTS. 
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12. PRC MEDIA REPORTING ON THE RECENT LE DU AN VISIT TO 
MOSCOW HAS BEEN LIMITED TO A CURT NEWS ITEM NOTING 
THAT THE VISIT TOOK PLACE AND THAT THE TWO SIDES 
HAD ISSUED A JOINT COMMUNIQUE. ACCORDING TO 
OTHER REPORTS OF THE COMMUNIQUE, THE VIETNAMESE 
GAVE THEIR BLESSING TO DETENTE EFFORTS AND THE

THE PRC FORMIN SPOKESMAN ON NOVEMBER 3 ISSUED A STATE- 
MENT REFUTING INDIAN GOVERNMENT (GOI) CHARGES THAT ON 
OCTOBER 20 THE CHINESE AMBUSHED AND KILLED FOUR 
INDIAN SOLDIERS PATROLLING " WELL WITH IN INDIAN 
TERRITORY ' ON THE DISPUTED EASTERN SECTOR OE THE 
SINO-INDIAN BORDER. THE HIGHLY DEFENSIVE STATEMENT, 
CHINA'S FIRTS COMMENT ON THE INCIDENT, CONTENDED THAT 
THE CLASH TOOK PLACE AT CHUNA, IN "CHINA'S TERRITORY 
OF TIBET" AND THAT THE CHINESE SIDE EIRED BACK ONLY 
IN SELF-DEFENSE AND AETER REPEATED PROVOCATION. WE 
SUSPECT THAT BOTH GOI AND THE PRC MAY HAVE STEPPED 
UP BORDER PATROLS AS A RESULT OE THE UNSETTLED SITUA- 
TION ON THE SUBCONTINENT, PARTICULARLY IN BANGLADESH. 
THE CLASH PROBABLY ENSURED WHEN TWO SUCH PATROLS UNEX- 
PECTEDLY ENCOUNTERED ONE ANOTHER. NEW DELHI 14526,

14. EUROPE AND THE SCHMIDT VISIT 

PEKING PROBABLY SHARES WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR HELMUT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SCHMIDT'S ESPOUSED VIEW THAT HIS OCTOBER 29-NOVEMBER 3 
VISIT TO CHINA WAS "SUCCESSFUL". IN WELCOME BANQUET 
SPEECHES, SCHMIDT AND SUBSTITUTE HOST, SENIOR PRC 
VICE-PREMIER TENG HSIAO-PING, BOTH DEFENDED THEIR 
COUNTRIES' RESPECTIVE AND OPPOSING POLICIES ON 
DTENTE WITH THE SOVIETS. BUT EOLLOWING TALKS WITH 
CHAIRMAN MAO AND OTHER CHINESE LEADERS, THE CHANCELLOR 
TOLD THE PRESS THAT NEITHER SIDE HAD "SOUGHT TO IMPOSE 
ITS VIEWS ON THE OTHER ". DURING THE VISIT, REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OE THE TWO COUNTRIES SIGNED MARITIME AND 
CIVIL AVIATION AGREEMENTS WHICH SOULD SERVE TO 
STRENGTHEN BILATERAL RELATIONS. AT A RETURN SCHMIDT 
BANQUET, TENG DECLARED THAT CHINA CONSIDERS EUROPEAN 
UNITY " A MATTER OE GREAT IMPORTANCE" AND TOASTED 
EUROPE'S GROWING STRENGTH AND UNITY. IN ADDITION TO 
VOICING THIS, ONE OF CHINA'S MOST AUTORITATIVE 
STATEMENTS OE SUPPORT , THE CHINESE OFEICIALS ALSO 
EXPRESSED SUPPORT EOR GERMANY'S REUNIEICATION AND 
OPPOSITION TO HEGEMONISTS' BULLYING. ELSEWHEREE, 

PRC MEDIA CONTINUES TO NOTE EOREIGN REPORTS 
CRITICAL OP THE NEW SOVIET GDR TREATY AND YUGOSLAV 
LEADERS PROPESSED INTENTION TO CONTINUE PURSUIT OF THEIR 
PRESENT INDEPENDENT AND NON-ALIGNED 
POLICIES. (HONG KONG I3II4, AND 12942, AND NCNA 
OCTOBER 29 - NOVEMBER I) LIMITED OPPICIAL USE 

15. THE UNITED NATIONS - KOREA 

THE UN FIRST COMMITTEE'S ADOPTION OP THE PEKING BACKED 
DRAPT RESOLUTION ON THE KOREAN QUESTION PREDICTABLY 
HAS BEEN HAILED IN PRC MEDIA, WHICH HAS ALSO HIGH- 
LIGHTED THE REMARKS OP THE DPRK UN OBSERVER. AN 
AUTHORITATIVE PEOPLE'SDAILY "COMMENTATOR" ARTICLE 
(NOVEMBER 2) DECLARED THAT THE RESOLUTION'S ADOPTION 
WAS A "VICTORY OP THE KOREAN PEOPLE AND A COMMON 
VICTORY OF THE PEOPLE OP THE THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES ". 
HOWEVER, CHINA HAS CONTINUED TO ESCHEW ITS USUAL TREAT- 
MENT OP THE SUPERPOWERS IN MATTERS RELATED TO KOREA, 
TREADING CAUTIONSLY IN DEPERENCE TO ITS CONCERN WITH 
THE CONTINUED STABILITY ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA AND 
PYONGYANG -MOSCOW RELATIONS. ALTHOUGH NOTING THAT 
CONPIDENTIAL

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THE US-BACKED DRAFT WAS ADOPTED BY THE COMMITTEE

NCNA ALSO NOTED PRESIDENT ANWAR SADAT'S OCTOBER 29
